THE samples of pn brought from Peace 
river by T. A. Brick, comprised half a bushel 
each of Ladoga wheat, red fife wheat and Eng- 
lish two rowed barley. Also five pounds of 
white fife wheat, grown on Shaftsbury mission 
farm. Also afife pound sample of red fife 
wheat from the farmof A. Mackenzie a few 
miles below the mission. The measures were 
exact and looked small rather than large, but 
the weights were as follows, per half bushel: 
Ladoga wheat 35} lbs, red fife wheat 354 lbs, 
two rowed barley 274 Ibs. These weights per 
bushel are respectively Ladoga 714 lbs, fife 71 
Ibs, barley 55 Ibs. In appearance the grain 
could not be excelled, particularly in beauty of 
color, which was simply perfect. The white 
fife wheat was much larger in the grain than 
either the Ladoga or red fife, but was not near- 
ly ashard. These samples prove conclusively 
that the flats of the Peace river valley are a 
perfect success for wheat raising. No samples 
of oats were brought out, as it was taken for 

nted that oats will grow anywere in the 
Northwest. But Mr. Brick says that in weight 
the oats raised at the mission were proportion- 
ately equal to the wheat and barley.

If the government is bent on defying public 
opinion it might as well doso ina wholesale 
way and then we shall have the interesting 
spectacle of France sending her boodlers to 
jail while Canada restores her plunderers to 
office and opportunity.” 


Medicine Hat Times: A joint circular has 
been issued by the several railway companies 
in Manitoba and the Territories, including the 
C.P.R., M. & N. W. R., G.N.W.C.R. and A. 
R. and C. C., toits agents, shippers and con- 
signees, looking to the encouragement of sheep 
husbandry throughout the west. The compan- 
ies will hereafter transport sheep in single or 
double deck cars (between stations of their 
respective lines, west of Port Arthur) at a 
minimum carload weight. of 20,000 pounds. 
All current local freight traffic rates in conflict 
with this circular are to be soamended. It 
comes into effect on February 1. 

Among the alterations and additions to the 
criminal code, which will shortly come into 
effect, isone which provides that parties in- 
serting, or proprietors of newspapers publish- 
ing advertisements requesting the return of 
lost goods, ‘‘No questions asked,” will be 
subject to a fine of $250. It is also provided 
that air gunsand other dangerous weapons 
must not be sold to boys under sixteen years 
of age. Dealers selling guns must take a note 
of the number, name of maker and purchaser 
of each gun sold. 


McAbee and Cavan of Calgary who were 
ruled off the New Orleans race track recently 
on the grounds that their horse Marksman was 
really a racer named Post Odds, are collecting 
evidence in support of their claim that Marks- 
man is the horse he was represented by them to 
be.
